INQUEST AT VICTORIA GAOL: . 

A prisoner nsmed Wong Ayau, who was 
sontenced at tho Police, Court to thres 
months’ hard labour on the 14th Jan. last, 
died i Victoria Gaol yesterday morning, 
A inquest’ was held in the Gnol this after- 
noon on the body of deceased by the Coro- 
ner, Mr H. E. Wodehouso, and a jury con- 
sisting of Messrs E. Piron, E. Osborne and 
F. P. Grimble. 


The evidence adduced was to the effect 
that the deceased was admitted to the Gaol 
on ‘the 14th of January, He first came 
under the doctor's notice on the 21st Jan., 
when he was treated fora soreleg. He was 
afterwards under medical treatment, not in. 
the hospital, but as an out-patient, upon the 
28th Jan., 6th and 27th Feb., and the 4th, 
5th and 7th March. During this time he 
mado no evinplaints tothe, Superintendent 
of the labour being too hard for him: On 
the 16th March decenscd was admitted into 
the Goal Hespital, complnining of fever. 
He was found to be suffering: from inter- 
mittent faver and: was treated accordingly 
by tho Colonial Surgeon. On tho 17th the 
fover appeared to have abated, but deccased 
complained of: pains about the stomach. 
On the morning of the 18th Dr Ayres, the 
Colonial Surgevn, thoroughly examined the 
patient, in. whom he .coyld. detect no 
dangerous symptoms ; his temperature was 
normal, he did not complain of any pain and 
had no difficulty in. breathing. and tuok his 
food regularly. 'On-the morning. of. the 
19th. he died. Dr Ayres was surprised to 
hearof the man’s death and asked for. x 
post mortem. examination.
